The chick starter used at this 
Station has been used for sev¬ 
eral years and has proven to be 
quite satisfactory. It is given 
beelow: 

Cornmeal (Yellow) 35 parts 

Shorts .20 parts 

Bran .. T . 20 parts 

Ground llulless Oat or Rolled 

Oats .... 12 parts 

Bcaf scrap (sifted) 10 parts 
Skim Milk Powder ... 10 parts 

Bone Meal . Y .. 5 parts 

Alfalfa meal 2.5 parts 

Charcoal . 2 parts 

Grit 2 parts 

Sait Vi part 

Cod liver oil .. 1 per cent. 

This mash is placed before 
the chicks as soon as they are 
put in the brooders and leed is 
kept before them continually 
after that time. 

Where liquid skim milk is 
available to the chicks in unlim 
itod quantities the skim milk 
powder may be omitted from 
the mash but bone meal and 
meat ccrap should be retained. 
The cod liver oil is absolutely es 
sential during the time of the 
year when the chicks are con¬ 
fined and do not halve access to 
direct sunlight as sunlight filter 
ing through common window 
glass has no value from the 
standpoint of vitamin product¬ 
ion. 

The chick scratch fed is given 
to the birds after they are r 
few days () ld and it consists of 
equal parts of cracked corn, 
cracked wheat and rolled oats. 

At from six to eight weeks of 
age the birds are gradually 
changed from the starter to l ho 
growing mash which at this 
Station has been considerablv 
modified and is made up as foil 
ows: 

Ground wheat 10 parts 

Ground barley . 20 pa i ts 

Ground oats . 20 parts 

Beef scrap. 15 parts 

Bone meal . 5 parts 

Fine salt . 1 part 

Charcoal . 2 parts
